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Mr. Kitchin^s Forecast 


Representative Claude Kitchin, who has succeeded Mr. Under- 
wood as majority leader in the national house of representatives, and 
who, by virtue of his position, is presumed to have a rather emphatic 
"say" regarding what legislative matter shall be taken up by con- 
gress and what shall be refused a hearing, has just been interviewed 
regarding legislative probabilities at the present session of congress. 
He is quoted as having outlined the program about as follows: 


A tariff commission bill will be reported by the ways and m e ^ 
committee. 


No revenue measure is likely to be reported until after the mili- 
tary and navy committees bring in their biUs. This may be weeks or 
months. 


No new waterways projects, and no new public building bills 
will be considered. 


An anti-dumping clause for the tariff law may be reported later. 
In addition to these measures the shipping bill and the Philippine 
bill are expected by other congressional leaders to attract the most 
attention. 


It will be noted that Mr. Kitchin scrupulously avoids reference 
to the presidential program of preparedness for national defense, 
which he is believed to oppose, although it is the one item now most 
largely in the public mind and the one thing most widely discussed. 
Mr. Kitchin is also emphatic in his belief that no new waterway 
projects and no new public building bills will get far in congress, and 
if he is correct in this stand, it will mean that the Lake Erie-Lake 
Michigan canal project will be again put to sleep for a time, and that 
Fort Wayne will be forced to do some further waiting for its new 
postoffice building. 


But, then, Mr. Kitchin may prove to have been wrong in his 
guess as to what congress will take up and what it will refuse to con- 
sider. His position is a powerful one, and his favor is infinitely more 
to be desired than his active opposition, but there is always the 
chance that congress will kick over the traces and refuse to be bound 
by the precise limitations of a program which has been framed up 
for it. That may happen within the next few months, both as to pre- 
paredness and to other measures for which the legislative axe is now 
being sharpened.

(^rnment statistics of the last year. The 
number of suicides increased until they 
reached the unheard of total of 14,180. 


Ill health was given as the cause in 
1,100 cases, insanity, .582; disappoint- 
i^ent in love. 53(1, and family troubles 
in 965 cases. 


Shooting 
was 
the 
most 
frequent 
method of suicide; 5,867 persons shot 
themselves; 3,982 took poison, and 2,063 
killed themselves with gas. 


Other methods mentioned in the or- 
der of their frequency were drowning, 
jumping 
from 
roofs, 
throat-cutting, 
jumping in front of trains, 
stabbing, 
lire, dj'namite and starvation. 


There were 32 cases of suicide by pact 
and 258 cases of murder and suicide. 


The world record for murders was 
reached with a total of 9,230, and the 
imhealthy mental condition of the peo- 
ple is shown by the fact that the vast

deaths in quarrels.

"SAFETY FIRST" WORKS OUT 


Before you smile superciliously at the claim of an Indiana man 
Mrho declares he has discovered a system for producing wireless elec- 
tric light, hark back a bit. It isn't so many years ago that people 
were doing the same thing %yith reference to the idea of the telephone, 
the wireless telegraph and even the electric light itself. The Indiana 
genius who promises the new development is Dr. Asberry Howard, of 
Petersburg, who contends that wireless electric light is no more of an 
impossibility than wireless telegraphy—and he may prove to be en- 
tirely right about it. His plan is said to be to set magnetic waves in 
motion by a large dynamo and then gather them by a device that 
converts them into heat and light. 


Witnesse« in the Grand Bapids hearing on the Eastland disaster 
at Chicago last summer, testify that the steamship owners had com- 
plied with federal regulations for the operation of that craft, despite 
the furious contention soon after the disaster that they had not done 
It is very evident that if regulatioiis were complied with, the 
so.

thing more effective in the way of regulations. Laxity that snuffs out 
hundreds of lives in a flash is not to be countenanced with patience, 
cither in the steamship ^pompany or in the state and national regula- 
tions which govern the operation of the lake craft.

Casualties resulting from ti'ain oper- 
ation were 30 per cent, less than in 
1914, despite increased traffic, the num- 
ber of persons killed in accidents con- 
nected with train operation, 1G.8 per 
cent. less, the injured 20.9 per cent. less, 
employes killed 36 per cent, and the 
injvired 25 per cent. less. 
Train acci- 
dcnts were reduced 23 per cent., train 
collisions 32 per cent., derailments 2u 
per cent., and miscellaneous accidents 
were decreased 3.4 per cent. 
The num- 
ber of licrsons killed Avas 34 per cent, 
less than in the previous year. 


In the face of those facts we must 
concede that the cry of "Safety First" 
has not been raised in vain.

ous step in advance has been made.

former schoolmates with the doctor. In 
fact, S,tanley's determinarion to become 
a candidate was perhaps hastened i by k 
recent chance meeting with I\Ir.

Explains How to Trap the 
greatest Destroyer of 
Small Game. 


'(By Morris Ackerman, of the Fish and 
Game Protective Association.) 


The weasel is known to experiencpfl 
trappers as the greatest destroyer of 
small game. 
The smallest of his kind, 
the weasel is the most blood thirsty. 
He kills for the love of slaughter. 


The 
wensel 
kills 
rabbits, 
grouse, 
birds and poultry. 
He eats toe eggs 
and devours the young and parent birds. 
He will trail a rabbit or other ground 
animals like a hound. 
Animals may 
hide in the ground, in hollow trees or 
among rocks, but once the weasel is on 
the trail there is little chance for es- 
cape. 


As the pelt of the brown weasel is 
of 
little value to trappers, the 
little 
animal is seldom sought. 
It might be 
a goqd idea for the government to put 
a bounty on the weasel for the protec- 
tion of other game and birds. 


Some folk trap the weasel, however, 
and others would like to. 


A good way to catch him is with a 
light deadfall, baited with fresh rab- 
bit. 


Another way is to place a trap in an 
artificial 
enclosure, 
made 
of 
sticks. 
Fasten the bait in the rear end of the 
enclosure and make a trail of rabbit 
blood if possible. 
Place a No. 1 or 
IV'o trap so the weasel will step on it.

The price agreed on was 
$750, of which iiloO was to be paid in 
cash and the balance in transportation 
between 
New York 
city and Girard. 
Pa., over 
the 
Centra] 
between New 
York and Buffalo, and another railroad 
between that point 
and Girard. 
The 
map was made, delivered and accepted 
and the cash 
payment 
of .$ir)0 was 
made. 
Between 1900 and 1906 Gray rf- 
ceivpd transportation to the value of 
$.5.5.77. 
After the pas.=ijng of the Hep- 
burn act the railroad refused to fur- 
nish any more tranpportatioii for his 
services. 
Gray brought an action 
for 
the unpaid balance of the apr-^ed price 
of the map. 
The 
railronrl 
contended 
that it was unlawful, under the Hep- 
burn act. to furniih transportation for 
any part of an interstate journey in 
payment for services or for any other 
consideratior except a regular fare paid 
in money. 
The Unitod States supreme 
court holds that the railroad, in its re- 
fusal, acted Ptrircly in accordance with 
the law; but it did not follow that it 
could refuse tn make just oompensation 
in money for the unpaid balancp of the 
purchase price of the map.

26.— 
The Avorkingman or New Zealand 
is 
suffering greatly under the burden of 
the. war. 
His sons are filling the ma- 
jority of the places in - the army thut 
fights afjainst the Huns, 
His daughters 
go to the front as Red Cross nurses, 
leaving their richer countrywomen se- 
cure at home. 


From a papulation of one 
million, 
Ncav Zealand has sent 25,000 men 10 
the front. 
Ten thousand more are in 
training, ready to leave on short no- 
tice. 
These men are largely work««4 
"of the cities and country. 
It is the 
farm hand, the city laborer, the sheep- 
herder who is enlisting, not" the 
rich 
owner. 


Not only in the loss of his sons and 
his daughters does the laborer feel the 
horror and the hardships of war, 'but in 
the cost of living as Avell. 
The buying 
poAver of the soverign decreased during 
1915 more than 17 per cent. 
That is, 
it noAv takes 2S shillings, (|6.85) to buy 
Avhat 
20 
shillings 
($4.85) 
formerly 
bought. 
During the past year groceries 
haA'e advanced 20 per cent. 
Butter, 
eggs, cheese, bacon and ham have in- 
creased at least 25 per cent. 
Meat has 
risen in price 40 per cent. 


As the diet of the New Zealand AA'ork-, 
ingman consists of tea six times a day 
and meat three times, 
he 
naturally 
feels the pinch of AA-ar-time prices. Boil- 
ing mutton noAV sells, for 20 cents 
a 
pound, and rump steak for 31 cents. 
Good hams have reached the appalling 
price of 62 cents a pound. 
Paying for 
meat three times a day is rapidly con- 
sumin£ the AA-ages of the poor man, who 
formerly considered NeAv Zealand the 
"Workingman's 
Paradise." 


Fresh 
fruit is an imhoped-for deli- 
cacy. 
The cost is too great to be even 
considered. 
Although 
it

siunmer 
time here, apples sell at 12 cents per 
pound, there being usually three apples 
in each jiound. Bananas sell at 8 cen+s

Olden Days. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—Railroad 
telephone, and telegraph make 
it 
a 
much more simple matter to marshal 
the elements of defense in the land of 
the pyramids t h a n it Avas Avhen 
Napol- 
eon I. brought hig soldiers there. 
The 
irrigation 
and 
railroad 
deoartments 
have been treated as the most import- 
ant public service under the British ad- 
ministration of the country, and the' 
railroad deA-elopment has taken on an 
especial importanct since the outbreak 
bf the Avar. 
The railways of Egypt, 
noAv ^contributing 
manifold 
their 
in- 
vestment toward the security of the 
British frontiers in the Middle East, are 
described in the following bulletin, is- 
sued today by the National Geographic 
society: 


"Stretching from the Mediterranean 
sea, across a great continent of burning 
sand, beyond the Nubian desert, into 
the heavy jungle of Central 
Africa, 
there .lies one of the greatest 
steam 
routes in the East, by rail, by boat, 
and then, by rail again. 
The building 
of this way first made it possible for 
England to bring the Soudan into a 
state of comparative order and safety, 
and consolidated one of the 
wildest 
reaches of land remaining at the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century. 
Around 
this steam route, the 
prosperity 
"of 
modern Egypt has been buiF, up, while, 
along it, the methods and standards of 
civilization have encroached more and 


more upon the Avild, hazardous, want- 
burdened freedom of the desert. 


" E g y p t ' s 
r a i h v a j ' s , 
Avith feAv and 
un- 
important e.xceptions, are state under- 
takings, The Egyptian Delta Light Rail- 
Avav JS the largest of the private lineb, 
with 625 miles of trackage. 
It, like 
the other urivatelj'-oAvned lines, oper- 
ates in the rich agiieultural delta of 
the LoAver Nile. 
Tl'.e main lines of the 
state system run from Alexandria, Port 
Said, Suez, and Diametta to Cairo, thus 
linking up all the more important cit- 
ies of the riili delta and both ends of 
the Suez canal Avith the Kgyptian cap 
ital. These lines haA'e branches tlirough- 
out the regioi: of the lower Nile, where

SAY WAR IS HAVING EFFECT ON MINDS.

Mr. Kitchin's Forecast. 


Representative Claude Kitehin, who has succeeded ilr. Under- 


xvood as majority leader in the*'national house of representatives, and 


who, by virtue of his position, is presumed to have a rather emphatic 
''say" regarding what legislative matter shall be taken up by con- 
gress and what shall be refused a hearing, has just been interviewed 
regarding legislative probabilities at the present session of congress. 
He is quoted as having outlined the program about as follows: 


A tariff commission bill will be reported by the ways and means 


committee. 


No revenue measure is likely to be reported until after the mili- 


tary and navy committees bring in their bills. This may be weeks or 
months. 


No new waterways projects, and no new public building bills 


will be considered. 


An anti-dumping clause for the tariff law may be reported later. 
In addition to these measures the shipping bill and the Philippine 


bill are expectec! by other congressional leaders to attract the most 
attention. 


It will be noted that Mr. Kitchin scrupulously avoids reference 


to the presidential program of preparedness for national defense, 
which he is believed to oppose, although it is the one item now most 
largely in the public mind and the one thing most widely discussed. 
Mr. Kitchin is also emphatic in his belief that no new waterway 
'projects and no new public building bills will get far in congress, and 
if he is correct in this stand, it will mean that the Lake Erie-Lake 
Michigan canal project will be again put to sleep for a time, and that 
Fort Wayne will be forced to do some further waiting for its new 
postoffice building. 


But, then, Mr. Kitchin may prove to have been wrong in his 


guess as to what congress will take up and what it will refuse to con- 
sider. His position is a powerful one, and his favor is infinitely more 
to be desired than his active opposition, but there is always the 
chance that congress will kick over the traces and refuse to be bound 
by the precise limitations of a program whicE has been framed up 
for it. That may happen within the next few months, both as to pre- 
paredness and to other measures for which, the legislative axe is now 
being sharpened.

Before you smile superciliously at the claim of an Indiana man 


who declares he has discovered a system for producing wireless elec- 
tric light, hark back a bit. It isn't so many years ago that people 
were doing the same thing with reference to the idea of tlur telephone, 
the wireless telegraph and even the electric light itself. The Indiana 
genius who promises the new development is Dr. Asberry Howard, of 
Petersburg, who contends that wireless electric light is no more of an 
impossibility than wireless telegraphy—and he may prove to be en- 
tirely right about it. His plan is said to be to set magnetic waves in 
motion by a large dynamo and then gather them by a device that 
converts them into heat and light. 


Witnesses In the Grand Rapids hearing on the Eastland disaster 


at Chicago last summer, testify that the steamship owners had com 
plied with federal regulations for the operation of that craft, despiti 
the furious contention soon after the disaster that they had not dom 
so.
